Diners with pie-in-the-sky hopes for a tasty meai 
couid find the perfect pizza in their own freezers

Jihan Palencia loves dining out. She's also cool 
with having meals delivered. But when the 
Jefferson Park resident recently made plans 
for a summer wedding, she needed to com- 
promise on her food budget, 

Palencia's solution? Stock up on frozen pizza, 
“The 3-for-$io frozen pizza from Jewel is not 
as exciting as delivery or eating at a restaurant, 
but it works for me,” said Palencia, 28, whose 
freezer stash includes cheap and convenient 
generic brands produced by stores such as Jewel 
or Dominick's, as well as more expensive brand 
names such as Tombstone and Red Baron, 
While frozen pizza might not be ready to 
challenge ramen noodles as the budget meal 
of choice, it certainly is enjoying a boom in 
popularity Sales of frozen pizzas— particu- 
larly private brands created by chain grocery 
stores— have jumped during the past decade 
as the hungry masses warm up to the pizzas' 
improved quality and variety, not to mention 
potentially significant savings over those pies 
that were once delivered to their homes. 
Frozen pizza sales rocketed to $4,4 billion 
in America last year from $3,1 billion in 2000, 
the Minneapolis Star Tribune reported this 
week, citing market research by Datamonitor 
Inc, 

That's bad news for national delivery 
chains. Third-quarter earnings were down in 
2009 compared with the 2008 numbers for 
Domino's (6,5 percent decline). Pizza Hut 
(12,9) and Papa John's (5,7), according to finan- 
cial statements from the companies. 
Researcher Harry Balzer attributes the shift 
in pizza consumption to a new generation of 
restaurant-style frozen pizzas that can hold 


their own against those from fast-food deliv- 
ery pizza chains, 

“Now pizza is returning to its roots as some- 
thing you make inside the house,” the consum- 
er marketing expert from research firm NPD 
Group told RedEye, 

Improved technology and new features in 
frozen pizza have been popular with the pub- 
lic, according to Jim Storner, a sales manager 
for Nation Pizza Products, a Schaumburg- 
based distributor of frozen pizzas, along with 
their components such as dough, sauce and 
toppings, Storner says higher-quality ingredi- 
ents, better flavor variety, stuffed crusts, ooey- 
gooey melted cheese and dough that is cooked 
for the first time in your oven (instead of com- 
ing pre-cooked) have “really changed the way 
people think about {frozen] pizza,” 

Or, as Palencia put it: “You almost forget it 
came from your oven,” 

Yet for some self-professed pizza purists, 
frozen pies aren't even up for discussion, 

“I doubt I win ever buy frozen pizza. Ever,” 
said Francisco Quinteros, the 30 -year-old found- 
er of the Chicago Pizza Club, which has 14 equal- 
ly enthusiastic members that meet regularly to 
sample the Windy City's best pies, “There's no 
way a giant corporation making a product that is 
stored in the freezer is ever going to be compa- 
rable to a decent cooked- to-order pizza,” 
When Quinteros and his fellow club mem- 
bers challenged themselves last April to review 
10 frozen pizzas from the grocery store, every 
brand got the thumbs down. Make that 14 
thumbs down, 

“Wfe just think that when you live in Chicago, 
why would you settle for a pizza with crust that 
tastes like the cardboard it came on, ketchup- 
like salty sauce or cheese and meat that is like

plastic?” said Quinteros, who lives in Humboldt 
Park, “The only people I know who eat frozen 
pizzas are eating them at like 4 a,m, when it 
really doesn't matter at that point,” 

Well, someone is digging in— sales of pri- 
vate-label brands (produced by chains such as 
^)C^mart, Jewel, Dominick's and Target) have 
risen more than 20 percent in the past year, 
“Tbu have to hand it to those guys, because 
one of the greatest innovations in marketing 
was getting someone to deliver pizza to you,” 
said Balzer, who has studied how Americans 
eat for more than 30 years. 

Though no Chicago-specific sales numbers 
are available, Balzer said the U,S, frozen pizza 
market is on the right side of history due to 
consumers' changing preferences and scaled- 
back household budgets, 

‘A lot has changed in this {industry] over 
the years, but essentially pizza is three things: 
cheap, tasty and easy,” he said, “What more 
does someone want from their food?”

We love our fruity crepes and girly 
brunch cocktails. But sometimes, we 
just want to eat like a good oV Southern 
boy You know, watch some football. Eat 
some grits. 

Apparently Old Town Social chef 
Jared Van Camp is feeling our vibe. His 
brunch lineup 
reflects his time 
at culinary school 
in Charleston, 

S,C,, where he also 
worked at Southern 
eatery Magnolia’s, 

There’s plenty of 
down-home good- 
ness to go around, 
from buttermilk 
biscuits with sage and sausage gravy ($8) 
to shrimp and grits ($ii). 

During NFL games, huge flat-screen 
TVs come out of the woodwork, 
(Literally: They’re lowered from hidden 
compartments in the ceding,) The best 
seats in the house are the five oversized 
leather booths on a platform behind the 
main bar, each facing its own TV 


Fyou haven’t tried Van Camp’s tender 
harissa-spiced duck wings on the din- 
ner menu, don’t miss the chance to try 
them at brunch, where they also make 
an appearance, Harissa spices up the 
hollandaise, too, on a fried green tomato 
benedict ($7) made with crunchy toma- 
toes atop biscuit halves. We relished 
every bite, but we’d 
be cruel to rave about 
it too much since Van 
Camp won’t be able to 
get his hands on the 
tomatoes again untd 
this summer, A new 
Benedict will replace it 
this weekend, 

Luckdy our favor- 
ite dish, sausage and 
waffles ($12, above), isn’t going anywhere. 
Four hefty hunks of grilled sausage top 
cornmeal waffles studded with house- 
made bacon and topped with bourbon 
butter. Douse it all in Vermont maple 
syrup and prepare for brunch bliss. 
Though we’d love to see more unique 
cocktails, the classic mimosa ($10) and 
bloody mary ($8) are done solidly The 


bloody mary’s skewer of finnochiona, 
pickled okra and smoked gouda show- 
cases Van Camp’s ambitious practice of 
curing and preserving his own meats and 
produce in house. It’s also good-look- 
ing enough to tempt non-bloody mary 
drinkers (like this one). 

Though brunch at the 4-month- 
old spot just debuted this winter. Van 
Camp’s been thinking about it for 
some time. Besides that okra, which he 


started pickling shordy after the open- 
ing, his buckwheat pancakes are topped 
with apple butter, which he made from 
scratch last fall with a pile of apples from 
Marengo, 111 , -based Nichols Farm, We 
can only wonder what he’s doing behind 
closed kitchen doors right now to sur- 
prise us this summer,

A masterpiece 
for every budget 

Situation: How do I start buying artwork on a budget? 

Solution: Shop at local print shops. 

The idea of an “art collection” intimidates people, but anyone can have 
one. Right out of college, I worked for a gallery where I sold art to a 
wide range of customers, some who had tens of thousands of dollars to 
spend and some who had a few hundred dollars in their art budget, I 
realized that even those lucky few who buy art as an investment gener- 
ally stick to the first rule of collecting— buy what you love. If you trust 
your own taste, it’s hard to go wrong. 

It’s also a good idea to set a budget and stay within it, Chicago is 
known for its many print shops and collectives. These studios create 
silk screens and letterpress prints in mass quantities, making them less 
expensive than original artworks but more distinctive and well-crafted 
than, say, an inkjet poster. The following Chicago print shops sell high- 
quality, handmade prints that often are signed and numbered by the 
artists. 




The Post Family

Consisting of seven members, the Post Family’s been around for just four 
years, and in that time they’ve managed to open a gallery, start a small hand- 
made press and publish a book about their work with the Obama campaign.

What warming? 

It may be cold— really, really cold— but experts say the Earth is getting hotter 


Associated Press 

Beijing had its coldest morning in almost 
40 years and its biggest snowfall since 1951. 
Britain is suffering through its longest cold 
snap since 1981. And freezing weather is 
gripping the Deep South, including Florida’s 
orange groves and beaches. 

Whatever happened to global warming? 

Such weather doesn’t seem to fit with 
warnings from scientists that the Earth is 
warming because of greenhouse gases. But 
experts say the cold snap doesn’t disprove 
global warming at all— it’s just a blip in the 
long-term heating trend. 

“It’s part of natural variability,” said 
Gerald Meehl, a senior scientist at the 
National Center for Atmospheric Research 
in Boulder, Colo. With global warming, he 
said, “we’ll still have record cold tempera- 


WHAT’S GOING ON? 

In the atmosphere, large rivers of air travel 
roughly west to east around the globe 
between the Arctic and the tropics. This 
air flow acts like a fence to keep Arctic air 
confined. 

But recently, this air flow has become 
bent into a pronounced zigzag pattern, 
meandering north and south. If you live 
in a place where it brings air up from the 
south, you get warm weather. In fact, 
record highs were reported this week in 
Washington state and Alaska. 


tures. We’ll just have fewer of them.” 

Deke Arndt of the National Climatic 
Data Center in Asheville, N.C., noted that 
2009 will rank among the 10 warmest years 
for Earth since 1880. 

Scientists say man-made climate change 


does have the potential to cause more fre- 
quent and more severe weather extremes, 
such as heat waves, storms, floods, droughts 
and even cold spells. 

But experts interviewed by The Associated 
Press did not connect the current frigid blast 
to climate change. 

But in the eastern U.S., like some other 
unlucky parts of the globe, Arctic air is 
swooping down from the north. And that’s 
how you get a temperature of 3 degrees in 
Beijing, minus-42 in mainland Norway, and 
18 inches of snow in parts of Britain, where 
a member of Parliament who said the snow 
“clearly indicates a cooling trend” was jeered 
by colleagues. 

“Last year we were swimming every 
day,” said Olivia Ruedinger of Hamburg, 
Germany “I miss that.”

The case will decide a challenge to 
California’s gay marriage ban that was 
approved by vot- 
ers in 2008, and the 
ruling will likely be 
appealed to the U.S. 

Supreme Court. 

How the high court 
rules in the case 
could set the prece- 
dent for whether gay 
marriage becomes 
legal nationwide. 

“This could be our 
Brown vs. Board of 
Education,” said for- 
mer Clinton White 
House adviser 

Richard Socarides, 
referring to the 1954 
Supreme Court deci- 
sion that outlawed 
racial segregation in 
schools and other 
public facilities. 

“Certainly the plain- 
tiffs will tell you 
they are hoping for 
a broad ruling that 
says that any law that treats someone differ- 
ently because of sexual orientation violates 
the U.S. Constitution.” 

The case marks the first federal trial to 
examine if the U.S. Constitution permits bans 
on gay marriages. 

Republican Gov Arnold Schwarzenegger 
and Democratic Attorney General Jerry 
Brown are defendants in the lawsuit by vir- 
tue of their prominent positions in California 
government, but both men opposed the ban 
and have refused to defend the lawsuit in 
court. 

The sponsors of the gay marriage ban, a 
coalition of religious and conservative groups, 
joined the case as defendants. 

Their legal team is being led by Charles 
Cooper, a veteran trial lawyer who worked for 
the Reagan-era Justice Department.
